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The Publication Program of the 


American Association for Adult Education 
By Morse A. Cartwricut, Director of the Association 


DULT education is essentially democratic. It can exist in its true form only in 
a democracy, where the free exchange of ideas is taken for granted; where 
no censor stands guard to prohibit the spread of learning; and where there 
are no intellectual untouchables. Under such circumstances, it might seem unneces- 
sary to introduce into adult education a catalytic agent. Presumably in this field 
each worker knows what every other worker is doing since there are no barriers to 
hamper the spread of information; presumably the museum director is well ac- 
quainted with the educational work going on in prisons, the librarian has a compre- 
hensive knowledge of the far-flung agricultural extension program. Actually, that is 
not the case. Few educators—the word is used in the broad sense that includes 
settlement workers, librarians, and others who attempt to educate—could pass “com- 
prehensives” in adult education. The field is too large. Those working in one section 
of it are generally too busy with their own sowing and tilling to pause and discover 
how the other crops are being cultivated. They know vaguely that they are growing, 
but they have no precise information as to the system of cultivation used. 

As a clearing house for information on adult education in the United States, the 
American Association for Adult Education noted this lack of mutual understanding 
in its early years. There were several means that the Association might have em- 
ployed to solve the problem. It could suddenly have flooded the land with propa- 
ganda for adult education. Not an editor in the country would have refused to write 
a neat little editorial saying that it is a good idea for adults to keep on learning. It 
might have been possible to have had coast-to-coast hookups with Warren Harding, 
Calvin Coolidge, Henry Ford, John D. Rockefeller, and Alice Roosevelt saying in 
their various ways that adult education was the white hope of the nation. It might 
have been possible for the Association to generate a stream of propaganda that would 
have rushed through the fields of adult education and uprooted newly formed shoots 
and even sturdy old trees that were unable to meet the pressure of demands from a 
public stimulated by a desire for education. In fact, the Association might have been 


responsible for a fine case of erosion. 
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But instead it chose a less spectacular method that perhaps can best be described by 
a term borrowed from the physicists—osmosis—a kind of slow diffusion that takes 
place between two fluids. The Association was established to serve as a clearing 
house for information on adult education, its chief objective to promote the develop- 
ment and improvement of adult education. In order to accomplish this, it was neces- 
sary to have a constant steady incoming flow of ideas and materials from local adult 
education agencies to the Association headquarters and, mingling with the incoming 
flow and at the same time slowly and quietly pushing its way out, a stream that had 
its source in the Association. A wide portion of this stream was made up of the 
publications that resulted from experiments and demonstrations conducted under the 
aegis of the Association. 

During the first ten years of its existence the Association issued or sponsored over 
sixty publications comprising research studies in the theory and practice of adult edu- 
cation, descriptive and critical reports on specific enterprises, and studies of activities. 
Among these were Edward L. Thorndike’s Adult Interests (1935. Macmillan, $3.25) 
and Adult Learning (1928. Macmillan, $2.25), Dorothy Canfield Fisher’s Why Stop 
Learning? (Harcourt, $2, op.) Nathaniel Peffer’s Educational Experiments in In- 
dustry (1932. Macmillan, $1.50) and New Schools for Older Students (1926. Macmil- 
lan, $2.50), Thomas Fansler’s Discussion Methods for Adult Groups (1934. A.A.A.E., 
paper, 75c), Kenneth Macgowan’s Footlights Across America (1929. Harcourt, $3.75), 
Douglas Waples’ and Ralph W. Tyler’s What People Want to Read About (1931. 
A.L.A. and University of Chicago Press, $3.50), Adult Education in a Democracy 
(A.A.A.E., $1.50), Adult Education in Action, edited by Mary L. Ely (1936. A.A.A.E., 
$2.75), and the Handbook of Adult Education (1934. A.A.A.E., $2.25). 

Several studies made by the Association revealed the necessity for further investi- 
gation and resulted in the formation of new organizations that were national in 
scope. Among these was a study of radio and adult education, which led to the 
establishment of the National Advisory Council on Radio in Education; a survey of 
the little theater that resulted in the setting up of the National Theatre Conference; 
and an investigation of vocational education which pointed to the organization of 
the National Occupational Conference. 

Surveys concerned with adult education as carried on in towns and cities of various 
sizes engaged the attention of the Association in its early years and were made in 
Boston, Cleveland, Buffalo, Los Angeles, Brooklyn, in Westchester County, in Rad- 
burn, New Jersey, and other centers under the auspices of local adult education 
bodies. These surveys showed the desirability of a planned community-wide pro- 
gram for adult education carried on by many community agencies but coordinated 
through a central council. Undoubtedly, these studies were responsible for the forma- 
tion of many of the fifty or more local and regional adult education councils now 
In Operation. 


For the first two and one-half years of its existence the Association published occa- 
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sional bulletins, adequate for presenting the bare facts about adult education but 
wholly inhospitable as media for the dissemination of ideas. In 1929 the Journal of 
Adult Education was established as an open forum inviting constructive criticism 
of aims and methods of assisting adult learners to secure opportunity for advance- 
ment in character, culture, and vocational efficiency. Publication of the Journal has 
now become a major activity of the Association. 


Publications 1936-1941 

In 1936 the director and executive board decided that after a decade of experimenta- 
tion and demonstration, during which there was an unprecedented growth in adult 
education, it was advisable to pause to examine accomplishments and trends and 
possibly to chart a new course for the future. Accordingly, they undertook a five- 
year inquiry into the social significance of adult education, which involved the 
publication of a series of studies to discover the meaning and estimate the worth of 
adult education as a social movement among other social movements. 

Fifteen studies have been published to date. Each study has been brief in con- 
tent, lacking in encyclopedic pretensions, and written in readable, nontechnical 
English. Each has been made by a person familiar with the general field of adult 
education though not regularly engaged in the field under examination. 

The studies that have appealed especially to librarians are those that deal with 
libraries and adult education: The Public Library—a People’s University by Alvin 
Johnson ($1*), and Rural America Reads by Marion Humble ($1). Dr. Johnson’s 
book has been the subject of discussion at a number of library meetings, and copies 
have been purchased by many librarians for the members of boards of trustees. Miss 
Humble’s book, recently published, is of special interest to county librarians, sociol- 
ogists, and others concerned with problems of rural living. Two studies of museums, 
written by T. R. Adam, have been issued: The Civic Value of Museums (75c) and 
The Museum and Popular Culture ($1). In the former the author attempts to deter- 
mine the educational benefits that may be derived by the adult citizen from the 
existence and functioning of museums in the metropolitan area of New York; the 
latter describes educational programs of art, natural history, and science museums and 
of historic houses in this country and suggests ways by which they can be extended. 
The educational activities of women’s organizations are reported in Women in Two 
Worlds by Mary L. Ely and Eve Chappell ($1.25) and those of men’s clubs in Man- 
made Culture by Frank Ernest Hill ($1.25). Why Forums? by Miss Ely ($1) is the 
story of forums in America and includes a discussion of their power as democratic 
institutions. Listen and Learn by Frank Ernest Hill ($1.25) covers fifteen years of 
adult education by radio. Parents in Perplexity by Jean Carter ($1) is an account of 
the development of parent education and education for family living and includes

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a number of provocative queries as to the future of the movement. Miss Carter, in 
collaboration with Jess Ogden, made for the series a survey of the noncommercial 
theater in the United States which was published under the title Everyman’s 
Drama ($1). 

Another volume in the series, written by Watson Dickerman and entitled Outposts 
of the Public School (75c), deals with a new type of noncredit evening school that 
meets in public school buildings and has a curriculum based on current adult interest. 

In Educational Experiments in Social Settlements ($1), Gaynell Hawkins traces 


the history and evaluates the educational work of that pioneer in adult education, 


the settlement, from the days when it was concerned chiefly with teaching English 
to the foreign born to the present time. Enlightened Self-Interest by Dorothy Row- 
den (75c) is a study of the vocational education programs carried on by trade asso- 
ciattions. In The Music of the People ($1), Willem Van de Wall considers the social 
import of music, particularly in the lives of rural people, and cites examples of 


significant programs in both rural and urban areas. The volume most recently issued 
in the series, Educating for Health ($1.25) by Frank Ernest Hill, is a study of 
national, state, and local programs for adults conducted by the many agencies in the 
held of health. 

Publications in the series that will be issued during the coming months include 
studies of vocational education, motion pictures, workers’ education, agricultural 
extension, group work and group work agencies, the literature of adult education, 
university extension, and adult education through churches. 

As was to be expected, the studies have corroborated many of the beliefs long held 
by educators. They have shown that, generally speaking, adults wish to learn. So 
rapid has been the growth of adult education, in fact, that educators have not kept 
pace with its demands. They must, for example, devise some means of producing 
competent leaders to fill the ever-growing number of requests expressed by groups 
of adults on all educational levels, from college graduates to the foreign born learning 
their first English sentences. They must also take steps to fill the need for printed 
material on many subjects suitable for the use of all types of groups.* 

The great demand will undoubtedly result in the development of new techniques, 
new ideas, new publications for teaching the increasing number of adults who wish 
lo keep on learning.
